LaPEARL AND HIS SNAKES, 

AND OTHER SNAKES, 




In tbe sunrise of history there was 
a garden situated amid the beautifu. 
and delectable hills and valleys ol 
Armenia. 

Hero bloomed the rarest flowers; 
here sang birds of the most beautiful 
pluuiago, filling the air with the soft 
est melodies. There was no scorch- 
ing heat nor withering winl 
one endless springtime of sunshine, 
and song and (lowers and azure sky. 
There were no exotics; every flower 
bloomed spontaneously in that gar- 
den. 

Here dwelt human'ty's primal pair 
Their lives wore ond endless round of 
bliss; clothed in rich rooea of gold- 
en sunbeams, fleeted with shimmer- 
in% shadow j of palm loaves, they 
reclined on velvety beds ol verdure 
beneath ambrosial bowers. Kvcry 
want was supplied; toil was unknown 
Care never worried the minds of that 
happy pair. There was no sorrow- 
ing, no sin, no death. 

No discordant round grated upon 
their ears, scenes of beauty and de- 
light greeted the eyes on every side 
Elyaian landscapes of treeless mead 
ows stretched away to the westward 
in undulating waves like a sea of em 
eralds rocked and tossed by a temp- 
est. To the eastward lay a limitless 
billowy expanse of mountain, hill, 
and valley, with their green and yel 
low and red and purple foliage, re- 
II fling the rays of the setting sun 
like burnished jewels, with bright, 
limpid streams winding among them 
like silver threads stringing those 
jewels togetbe?. 

Gold and silver and precious stones 
lay around them everywhere, as if a 
bevy of angels had made their toilets 
there and scattered the surplus gems 
around. Crystal streams murmured 
sweetly over beds of golden pebbles, 
and poured their waters over minia- 
ture cascades, splashing and break- 
ing into shreds and glintinir in tbe 
moonlight like molten silver. 

Such was man's first estate— pure, 
unalloyed happiness. The most 
delicious fruits hung from every 
bough. Of all these they might free 
ly eat, except that of ,ono tree— just 
enough restriction to establish a law 
and demand obedience. 80 the Urst 
criminal code contained just one pro 
hibitory law, and it of the simplest 
and mildest nature. Wicked, sinful, 
depraved man had not the moral sta 
min i to obey even that. Has he im 
proved any to the present day? If 
we should judge liiin by his prone, 
ness to disobey law we would con- 
clude that he has not. Of all the 

prfltMbitory^tatutej contained in tbe 
criminal codeBot tbe world will some 
body point to one that is not con- 
stantly violated? 

In tbe midst of all man's happi- 
ness came the serpent, the most sub- 
tle of all the beasts of the field, and 
with that guile and^power to charm 
that have always been attributed to 
tbe serpent, bo induced the woman, 
and through her the man, to commit 
the drst sili, and to become outcasts 
upon tbe face of the earth, 

Since that time there has been an 
unceasing warfare between the serp- 
ent and man. There is no other liv- 
ing thing upon which both man and 
beast look with such horror as upon 
a aerpent 

All animate creation appears to 
have an instinctive dread ot a snake. 
There are known to be about thn e 
hundred different s, eoles of serptnt 
in tie woild, of which about fllty, or 



one sixth of the whole are venomous 

or poisonous. Some of tbe venom- 
ous kinds are mu^h to be dreaded, 
death from their bite being both in- 
evitab'e and swift The cobra ranks 
among ths most deadly. Some of 
the largest species, as the boa con- 
strictor and the anaconda are terrific 
but I in their crushing power. 

Uis'orianB say that when the Bo- 
man General Hegulus was leading an 
army against Carriage, some twenty 
one centuries ago. he was confronted 
by a huge serpent oa the banks of 
tho river Bagradas. For a time it 
successfully resisted tho further pro- 
gress (f the army. It proved utter 
ly invulnerable against all the small 
arm3 of the Bomang, and it was not 
until the more powerful a-tillery wa« 
moved to the front that by hurling 
great stones upon it tae serpeat was 
finally slain and the army allowed 
to pass on. 

Rome was one of the most power- 
ful and warlike of all the ancient na- 
tions. When we see all of its armies 
halted ami drawn up in battle array ; 
wiih artillery in tLe center and flanks 
well extended to the rear to— DU a 
sna kk, we certainly get a glimpse of 
the grotesque side of ancient war- 
fare. 

From the serpent's connection with 
the downfall of the human race, and 
the dreadful venom of some of the 
species, and the Immense muscular 
power of some of the others, it was 
regarded in Egypt and many other 
eastern countries in ancient times as 
the symbol of power. It was embroi 
dered on the robes of kings. It was 
also an object of religious worship, 
and is often seen on ancient medals 
and relics as symbolical of power. 
Bites were devised and temples built 
to its honor, and priests were appoin 
ted to conduct the wremonies. 

These miserable idolaters appear- 
ed before the altars of their snaks 
deity in gorgeous vestments, their 
heads adorned with serpents, or the 
figures of serpents embroidered on 
their tiaras when fie living creatures 
were not to be bad; and in their fran 
tic exclamations cried out in evident 
allusion to the triumph which tbe old 
serpent obtained over our first moth- 
er, • Eva, Eva." j 

Bo completely was Satan permitted 
to insult cur fallen race tbat the ser 
pent, his cnosen agent in accomplish 
ing our ruin, was actually raised to 
the first place among the deities of 
tno heathen world, and reverenced 
by the most solemn acts of worship. 
Tho figure of the serpent adorned the 
pin ta Is of tho proudest temples in 
tbe east. 

In excavating tbe ancient city ot 
Herculaneum, buried beneath oceans 
of melted lava by an erupiun of Ve- 
suvius more than eighteen centuries 
ago, there was found, within the 
present century, an idol god, repre- 
senting a serpent climbing spirally 
around and around an altar till, with 
his head above the top of the altar, 
he eats the figs and other fruits that 
are offered in sacrifice. 

Be it remembered that Herculane- 
um was one of tbe most elegant and 
select cities of ancient times, filled 
with the very cream of the wealthy, 
the learned, the refined and elevated 
.if the Roman people, together with 
many cultured people of other na- 



snake. I guess we have improved in 
some things, at least. 

Does Harry LsPearl worship 
snakes? If you could sec him delib 
erately thrust his naked hand into a 
mixed box of rattlers and copper- 
heads, and yank tbem around as he 
would so many refractory kids, you 
would not think him a very devoted 
worshipper at the shrine of the snake 
deity. He appears 1o look upon 
snates as he docs upon any other an 
im:il creature, and to loar them ns 
little as he would so many rabbits 
He says the idea of snake charming 
is all bosh, that no such thing as a 
snake charmer ever lived. Ho says 
that snakes may be tamod, trained, 
educated, but not charmed; just as 
a farmer takes a young colt and 
breaks it. and trains it to useful pur 
poses, but does not charm tbe colt. 

In an interview with this remarka- 
ble snake master ho gave me much 
information that was new to me. He 
save that among all the varieties of 
snakee in North America, only three 
are poisonous, — tbe rattlesnake, cop 
perhtad and cotton mouth moccasiD, 
and that all tho rest are perfectly 
harmless. The only poisonous four 
footed reptile is the hydrophobia liz 
zard or Gila Monster, inhabiting the 
region of the Qila river, in Arizona. 
He said all poisonous snakes shed 
and renew their fangs two to four 
times a year. 

All varieties of snakes in this coun 
try shed their skin aa often as they 
take food, which with most varieties 
is about once in six weeks, but gar 
ter snakes and water moccasins take 
food about once a week. 

A full grown rattlesnake is from 
four to five feet long, and will eat 
from three to five rata at a meal. 
They kill their prey by biting it and 
injecting their poison. 

In his menagerie of snakes Mr. La 
I'earl has a boaceruleua from China 
a red snake about three feet long, 
which he says is the most deadly poi 
sonous of all snakes. 

Among the things that are new to 
your correspondent is tbe fact that 
serpents never fight. He puts aa ma 
ny togetner. representing as great a 
variety as be pleases, and they ap 
pear to show no disposition to fight. 
He says tbat king snakes take other 
serpents as. food, but tbat no other 
varieties do. 

Battlesnakes vary in color in diff 
erent sections of tbe country. Those 
from Florida are yellowish near the 
tail, and are generally ot a lighter 
color than other vaiieties. Tbe Mex 
lean rattler has a reddish brown spot 
on Lis back and bis bead is shorter 
than that of others. They are caught 
with a crotched or forked stick, and 
dumped Into, a sack, He has nine, 
teen rattlers in all. 

He haw spreading adders, vipers, 
chicken snakes, king snakes, milk 
snakes, copperheads, cotton mouth 
moccasins, black racers, blue racers, 
wster moccasins, garter anakes, etc, 
seventy or eighty serpents in all. He 
has a duzen horned toads, and a Tex 
as scorpion, which ia red, but which 
frequently cbangea it* color. He says 
that no scorpion is at all poison- 
ous. 

Mr. La Learl also has a specimen 
of the hydrophobia 1 izzard or Qila 
Monster, about twenty inches long. 
In color it is spotted orange and 
black, tbe black spovs resembling in 
form tbe letters of tbe Chinese slpha 
bet. Its body is about the size of a 
man's arm, ita tall about one third as 
Its body, tbe tail perfectly round and 



This lizzard has hydrophobia twice 
a year, lasting about two weeks. A 
person bitten by it at those seasons 
shows signs of hydrophobia almost 
instantly. One man bitten was par- 
alyzed on one sido but lived. A wo 
man with RiLgling's show was bitten 
and frothing at tbe 'mouth commenc 
ed in twenty minutes and she died in

five hours. 

Tbe theory that scorpions are not 
poisonous, and that black snakes ne- 
er hunt up rattlesnakes and kill them 
just for tbe fun of the business com 
pletely explodes Borne of our earliest 
juvenile traditions, but Mr. La i'earl 
has spent a large portion of bis life 
studying snakeology, and ought to 
be authority on tbe subject. 

He thinks that the Labit of killing 
snak M that are not venomous, very 
reprehensible, as they are great ex- 
terminators of rats and mice, and do 
absolutely no harm. In that he may 
be right, but to overcome man's bor 
ror of snakes would be about as dif- 
ficult as it was ^for Eve to resist his 
charms in the Garden of Eden; and 
then is it is certaia tbat tbe snakes 
would not sometimes become weary 
of rats and hanker for a plump young 
chicken? And would he be liaely to 
era vl through a nest of eggs and 
leave them unmolested whan forag- 
ing for food? 

Harry La Pearl is a native of Born 
field, Arizona, and spent his child- 
hood in that far western country. 
For tbe want of such toys as the cbil 
dren in more favored regions enjoy, 
he took to tbe mountains and deserts 
Hero he met with every speciea of 
reptile tbat inhabits tbat region. Fre 
quent eight induced familiarity and 
familiarity gradually overcame fear , 
and be finally became one of the 
most remarkable masters of the rep- 
tile races that we have ever met. 
He sometimes gets bitten by a rattler 
or a copperhead, but appears to care 
little more for it than he would for 
the sting of a warp, always overcam 
ing the poison witnout difficulty. 

He entered tbe show business at 
eighteen, has been a balloonist, but 
a fall incapacitated bim for that bus 
incsi and rendered him a cripple for 
life. Since that time bo has devoted 
bis whole attention to snakes and 
other reptiles. 

He dropped out of Hall's show 
when it was here on June 1st, and re 
mained here, occasionally goiog out 
and giving exhibitions and returning 
until a few days ago, when he again 
started on the road.

Dear Editor: At 6 o'clock tonight 
we drove up to La Panza, a farm 
house, post office, general store and 
hotel all in one. Eighteen miles drive 
and not a houte in sight. We are 
still in the mountain fastnesses. Ii 
has been a day of ups and downs; we 
have driven .')5 miles today and pass- 
ed ono team. We also saw at a dist- 
ance on a plateau a bunch of sheep, 
perhaps 5,000. At I o'clock this af 
ternoon a thunderstorm overtook us 
and for au hour we took a must tfiec- 
tual Boaking. It never rains on the 
plains during the summer, and rarely 
in tbe mountains, Leuce we were un 
prepared lor tho downpour. We hail 
neither storm curtains or waterproof 
apron for our cariiage. For fully sn 
hour we were at the mercy of a blind 
ing storm, bo severe at times that our 
horse refused to move. It was the 
meet miserably unpleasant feature of 
the whole journey. There is not aca 
bin, nor adobe, nor rock, nor busb to 
afford a particle of shelter. We simp 
ly drew in our knee?, hung our heads 
and kept our course as well as we 
could, while the water iu diminutive 
rivulets fell from our nose and eais 
and chin as we moved along the Iolo 
some road. 

At 4 o'clock we left the plateau ai.d 
storm at our backs and the road lid 
around deep caverns and precipitous 
gorges for fully fifteen miles, constant 
ly twisting, hither and yon, but there 
wasn't a house nor cultivated field not 
even a tent nor any evidence ot civili 
zation until we reached La Panza. Ah 
what relief to hear the lbwing of cat- 
tle and crowing roosters after such a 
lonesome drive. 

Here, where wildcats and mountain 
lions and lynxes and deer are plenti- 
ful, we found the pleasant borne of 
Dr. Still, who isptsimaster, physicisn 
merchant, horticulturist and farmer. 
What a plane this is for a borne! The 
doctor's neighbors do not annoy bim. 
Their chickens do not scratch his gar 
dens, nor do their herds tear down bis 
tences. His neighbors are not uumer 
ous nor near. He comes very near 
being monarch of all he surveys. But 
there are few people living in the 
mountains round about and th ey all 
come here for their mail, sjme eigh- 
teen miles away. Come here to re 
plenish their stock of provisions, for 
he carries among other things a stock 
of groceries. 

"You wouldn't think it," tays Mrs 
Sill, "but we have two hundred acres 
iu grain this season. We raise a great 
deal ot fruit, which we sell at home, 
have an abundance of vegetables, tbe 
finest water in tbe world, and always 
enjoy health. Of course this place is 
isolated, but we get mail three tiroes 
a week and with our work here enjoy 
this life of seclusion." 

I had every reason for believing she 
spoke tbe truth. All around the plea 
sant farm home were tbe towering 
peaks without a cabin or cultivated 
field to even mark the advent of civi- 
lisation. 

A night's res . on a bed so high tbat 
a step ladder was needed to climb in, 
and a mattress of feathers and a hear 
ty breakfast on the following room- 
ing and we were off on our tortuous 



white blossomed Spanish dagger, lift 
ing its head to the sunlight. It is 
beautiful plant to look upon wlen 
blosso-ning, but very inhospitable if 
you attempt to touch it. 

After a two hours drive we came 
alongside a trickling brook, perhaps 
ten feet wide, and here the miners 
had everywhere staked their claims 
for the precious metal. Many of the 
miners have here shoveled and wheel- 
ed nnd sifted and washed trom the 
sand and gravel to secure the yellou 
metal which is worth n>w abiut I860 
per pound. | 

I talked with several of them and 
learned more about their work than I 
ever expected to. They are j j vial 
fellows, live in rude cabins alone, an' 
most of them take life easy and ate 
always ready to talk. They will dl 
vide their last crust, eveu with a pio 
fessional tramp, Here they live, do 
their own cooking, sleep on a bunk, 
live on bacon and bread and black 
offee, and shovel, and wheel, and 
rock and separate the shining specks 
of yellow from the great body of 
sand. Sumo days they shovel and 
HhOjl more than a ton of gravel and 
for their efforts d ) not recover SO cts 
in gold. At other times they have 
better luck, and gather iu three 01 
four dollars. It is excitimr. And (he 
diecovery of a nugget occasionally of 
the- value of seventy five cents or a 
(bill r is an ircentive to delve still 
deeper and labor the birder. Most 
of them are single, Those wh > have 
families do not bring them hero. The 
outfit for doing this work dues not 
cost to exceed 810. O? the average 
I do not believe these miners realize 
18 a week the year round. 

As the people era this coast have 
i;i«ne wild over the g"ld discoveries in 
the Northwest Territory, I will add a 
line concerning the exodus to the Yu 
kon. At all California points miners 
and business men are leaving for tl 
El Dorado of th« Northwi .-it. Yaster 
day I met three miucrs from Mexico 
who will sail for Dyea lo.l*y. They 
$0 to Dawson via the dangeious Chil 
Boot Pass, and hope to reach the land 
that yields tbe yellow metal in bu„k 
etfulls before the winter sets in. Thej 
have thirteen huudred miles to walk 
and float on boatB they will build on 
reaching Lake Linderman. 

Ah, we'll make it," said one ol 
them to your correspondent. "We've 
roughed it for years under the blsz - 
ing rays of a tropical euu. I know 
we can stand anything that lies in 
store for us utdi r the arctic circle 
When we lift home the mercury reg 
iatered 1 15. A mau that cau stand 
that can weather any Arctic bliz- 
zard. 

The three men carried 2400 pounds 
f baggage, and say they will never 
return until fortune laden. Every 
A'atka steamer that is leaving San 
Francisco harbor is laden to tbe bur 
ricane deck with the daring searchers 
for tne wealth which is locked in the 
i?y embrace of the Klondyke and the 
ither tributaries of tbe Yukon. A 
lozen steamers are scheduled to leave 
San Francisco during the next few 
lays, and Alaskan supplies were nev- 
er in such demand as now. Half a 
sen steamship lines have opened of 
fic?s and the price of passage ranges 
from $75 to 8300, dependiug on tne 
route ana the amount of supplies tak 
en. To those who care to brave the 
hardships incidental to a trip over the 
Chilcoot pass, a ticket can be secured 
to Dyea for $75, and passengers may 
take what freight they may deem n°c 
essary at the rate of 10 cts a pound. 
As a person requires ab >ut 1800 Ibj. 
tor a year's supply tho cost would be 
about 8:100, with 1300 miles to walk 
and float after reaching Dyea. Oue 
steamship here is selling tickets to 
Dawson City for 8300, and carrying 
one thousand pounds of provisi ms 
and clothing to each person. Minist- 
ers are resigning their , astoratep, law 
yers are abandoning {their profession, 
and men in all sorts of trades and pro 
feesions are ateppiug d<wu and out 
and fleeing to the land that is yielding 
up such rich, golden treasurer. 

In my next I will give additional 
news concerning tho Klondyke coun- 
try, as well as my weekly letter on my 
jouruey wostwai d from Li Panza. I 
have now traveled 90 miles.
